At ]4.:20 p'I!SrTSa§5^'^*^^oi3ir’‘^!eci^*AgSiTrT5oBer^*lSSuin my absence 
called Mr. McGuire of ray office advising that he vfas terribly upset and he 
waiitedtthe Director to know that he has been out of his office for the 
past four Tfreeks, having ■ returned from abroad to Washington Monday of this 
vfeek and he had in fact only been in his office ten days out of the entire 
last four month period. He stated that he had heard that Hovrard Leaby had 
gone to see the Director and that he personally felt and always had that 
the Director or anyone in the Bureau 'had a perfect and absolute right to do 
anything in the administrat ion of the Bureau that it wanted to do and if 
the Director had sent out a letter to the field on any topic j he, Maheu 
woTOld never question the fact that such letter was sent as he would know 
in his heart that the Bureau had a fundamental sound reason for doing it. 

Maheu said he was terribly sorry that Leahy had ever come to the Bureau 
and that the fuss that had developed would never have happened had he per- 
sonally been in Washington at the time. He stated he was disturbed when 
he heard about the incident on his return and had called hisodffice staff 
together and told them that he never wanted to have anything challenged by 
any menber of his staff that pertained to anything the Bureau had done or 
was doing. Maheu advised that before leaving on October l6th he told everyone 
in his office he wanted the matter dropped and. he told them the reasons he 
wanted it dropped as he had perfect' confideniKe that the Bureau knew what I 
it was doing and that no member of his staff should make any issue out of 'y 
anything transpiring in the Bureau. F^urther, he told them that anything 
that they^ the members of Maheu ’s staff did was ;iust the same as if he, 

Maheu, personally was doing it. 


Ifeheu vras considerably agitated advising that he wanted the 
Director to know right now as soon as word could be sent to him that Maheu had 
just heard this afternoon that Lealy was out in a restaurant shooting off his 
mouth about whathhe, Lealy, had said to the Director and so forth, . Maheu 
advised that this is in direct contradiction to instructions that Maheu has 
given his staff and that he did not appreciate anybody mouthing off like 
this. Ifeheu advised that he does not know whether Lea^y is drinking at the 
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moment, b\ifc he does know that as soon as Leahy returns to the office this 
afternoon he is going to pay him off and give him notice. Maheu stated that 
such chattering is not in accordance with his personal instructions to his 
office staff. He further advised that he does not know Tfho Leaty was talking 
to, but that he had just heard from two friends of his who were, sitting in 
■a booth tmce removed from a booth Leahy was sitting in and th^ could 
hear him at that distance as he was talking and bragging in such a loud 
voice. Maheu stated that certainly he knew and he would think any other member 
of his staff would knovT that none of them are in aiy position to challenge 
anything the Bureau does and that he personally would not thing of even 
raising a question as he has absolute confidence in the Bureau about follorfing 
what ever course of action it takes because of some good reason. Ifeheu again 
stated he was terribly upset by this whole matter and that he vrould not 
presume himself to intrude on any friendships he has vfith Bureau personnel 
to inquire is to any action the Bureau was taking er not taking on any of 
its own internal affairs. 

He asked if this information coiald be passed on to the Director 
and Tfas assured that we vfould be glad to do so. 
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\pseTy who was cbunsel of thb O^cono. 

Senate Investigating ^ommittee on crime conditions and^^wifen whom we 
have had a very coj^dial relationship, came in to see me recently. He 
stated his law firm represents a public utility which is in dire need 
of the services of' a private investigative agency as they h^e reason to 
believe that^ a competitor is engaged in possible violation of the Anti- 
lobbying laws and. may he even exerting influence on the Federal Power 
Commisaon; that the Robert Maheu Associates had been recommended to 
him. ‘He was wondering if I could give him any guidance. 

I pointed out that we, of course, were aware of the 
Robert Maheu Associates; that there was not an awful lot we could say; 
that the thing for him to do- would be to make such personal checks as 
he felt necessary and make up his own mind. I did tell him if there was 
an individual former Agent whom he was considering, we woTild be glad 
to check and if we could, give him any information. I furtker pointed out 
that if he had any evidence of violations of Federal laws co.ming within 
our jurisdiction, we, of course, would be glad ^^7 complaints 

or allegations. ^ He stated he was certain tha^^&^y **^miglS fiave would be 
too nonspecific at., this point and they would have to become more specific 
before he would feel justified in coming to the Bureau or before, he felt 
the Bureau would be justified in making an investigation. I got the distinct 
impression that Moser had some dbubts about the Robert Maheu Agency.

On November 30, Moser called me from New York and 

inquired about a former agent nane d J. William Redden, employed by the 
Robert Maheu Associates,. After checking,,. I told^him that Redden entered 
on duty in February, 1951j ^and resigned in July of^^this year . I further 
pointed out that .Redden had ah A.B; Degreqf from SyrS'CUse University 
and had '^also spent some time at the University oF'Bhffalo; that he didanot 
have a legal education and was formerly a probation and parole officer in 
the U. S. District Court in Buffalo. 
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Moser stated that part of the work they woxxld want Redden 
for would be to analyze some rather complicated accounting sitxaations* He 
wondfQxed if Redden had ajnyac cotinting experience. I told him Redden was 
not an accoimtant and that whether he could handle the type of an assignment 
which Moser had in mind would depend, of course, upon Moser's own 
evaluation. 


Moser again conveyed the very definite impression of having 
doubts. He did say, however, that to secure a competent person for 
this type of an. assignment is most difficult indeed.

1) The SAC Letter dated 10/5/54, was stomped in tiie' Washington. Eield 
Office on 10/6/54. Jt was distributed to the Seat of Governmetit on 
10/5/54, and probably went to the Washington Field Office on 10/5/54, 
but not opened by the SAC til 10 /6 . Laughlin says he was busy and 
didn't have a chance to thoroughly read this letter until the evening 
of 10/7/54. He then indicated that copies were to be made of the portion 
referring to Maheu. This was: done on a. m. of 10/8/54, and called to' 
the attention of Agents at5quad Conferences on a.m. of 10/8. 


2.) It has now been established that the SAC Letter was discussed at a meeting 
of the Society of Former Agents which took place on the night of 10 /7/54. 
According to Leonard Viner, who made inq^uiry, it was not discussed 
formally as a part of the program but was involved in discussions among 
former Agents with varying Versions. It could not have been discussed 
widely as. Dan O'Connor taUsed to Ray Taggart who was there and he had 
not heard of it. Former SA Lester P. Condon advised SA Dave Murphy 
that he had heard about the. SAC Letter in the former Agents meeting on 
10/7/54. ■ 


3) OnlO/lZ/64, former SA Howard J. Leahy called upon the Director and 
adyis,ed,hira that the SAC Letter had been communicated to Maheu' s. 
outfit; that someone in the Washington Field Office had so advised the 
Maheu outfit. 


4) On the night of 10/8/54, Lou Russell called me advising he was disturbed 
by a rumor that Maheu was: persona non grata with the Bureau and if so, 
Russell wanted to sever his relations. HusseH said some kind of 
instruction had been given to. the field. Since then we have received a variety 
of versions which are enumerated as follows.:

Staten Yersion to SA David J. Murphy, Jr. : On lO 
Staten advised SA David I. Murphy that on his arrival at 
his office on 10/8/54, he received a phone call at 8:15 a. m. 
from former SA John J. Murphy advising that Murphy had 
heard on the previous evening of the SAC Hetter and since 
J. J, MiprpTiy Tiad appointments lie asked Staten, to call Maheu. 

This caTde^ the inference that John J. Murphy h.aard it at the 
meeting of former Agents onlO/7 /54. This does not hold 
water since Taggart was at the meeting and did not hear it and if 
John J. Murphy diddt is logical that he would haYe told Taggart 
there. On 10/21/54, former SA Fred Robinette advised Liaison 
Agent D . J . .Sullivan that Staten had told’ him he had obtained 
the information from John Murphy.

3) John J. Murphy Y^er Sion; Supervisor L. "W. R. Obeirndorf 

of the Washington Field Office, casually ran into Murphy on 
iO/23/54. Murphy related he had received a phone call on 
the evening of 10/7/54, from a Bureau: Supervisor asking why 
Maheu was. on the black list and according to Murphy, the 
Bureau Superyisor was hot giving him information but was. 
inquiring as to why Maheu was the subject of the SAC, L-etterj 
that on 10/8/54, in view of appointments, he called Staten 
and asked him to relay this to Ray Taggart. Murphy had lunch 
with Howard Leahy, Lou Russell and J ohu Garr ity on 10 / 8 /54 , 
and Murphy asked Leahy and Rus.sell what they thought of the 
information Staten gaye Taggart that morning. Murphy also 
said the letter had been discussed at the Society of Former Agents 
meeting 10 /? / 54.

Maheu stated flatly that the Bureau had no knowledge of and had never 
given sanction to the activities in question, although he inferred that either 
the State Department or Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) did have knowledge 
of and' approved the action taken.

Government. MURPHY was driving a Hertz rental car and said 
he was a representative of the Stunk Realty Company, Tucson, 

Arizona, since 6/5/58* He said he has resided at the Bel-Air 
Hotel, in West Los Angeles, This is an expensive establishment 
and R,oom 253,' according to PHILLIPS, is a very expensive room 
which contributed to police -thinking that a shakedown racket 
was in progress. 

MURPHY made some sort of claim that he and, others 
were working this surveillance as a confidential mission for 
HOWARD HUGHES. 

Police investigation revealed that ROBERT MAHEU 
was also resident of the Bel-Air Hotel and they determined 
that CHUINARD, whose antecedents are unknown, is the principal 
in Mike Conrad and Associates, a licensed detective agency. 

CHUINARD ‘s residence was. foimd to be 4212 Dolite> Worth Holly- 
wood. 
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Intelligence Officers interviewed YVONNE SHOBERT 
and SAMUEL RAND. They learned that Miss SHOBERT ^d RAND 
had been keeping company for a period of a few weeks. Miss 
SHOBERT revealed that HUGHES knew of her association with 
RAND and she said he had personally called her on the tele- 
phone telling her to stay-, away from RAND. She said HUGHES 
stated that if she didn’t, RAND might "have his face fixed" 
so she wouldn’t want to look at him again. 

From RAND police officers reportedly learned that 
MAHEU, using the name BOB MARSHALL, made an approach on or 
about May 29. MAHEU, as MARSHALL, struck up a friendly con- 
versation, according to RAND’s story, and the next day he 
invited RAND to visit him at ,hls Bel-Air Hotel STilte. RAND 
appeared for the appointment at which time MAHEU ’s true name 
came out. This was on May 29, according to Lieutenant PHILLIPS 
who added that RAND said while he was in MAHEU ’s suite, MAHEU 
received a call from the lobby. He invited the caller up and 
then casually mentioned to RAND that the man coming to the 

( room was Undersheriff of Los Angeles County, HAROLD MARLOWE. 
Very soon, according to RAND’s story, two men appeared 
MAHEU ’s suite and were introduced to him as Undersheriff 
MARLOWE,, a huge man with a deep voice, and a Lieutenant HARVEY, 
presumably of the Sheriff’s West Los Angeles station. 

MARLOWE took off his coat, thus revealing a side arm in a 
shoulder holster. He seemed very familiar in the room and 
he suggested to RAND that RAND stay away from Miss SHUBERT. 
Also, according to RAND’s story, as relayed throvigh Lieutenant 

I PHIILIPS, MARLOWE mentioned that the Los Angeles County Sheriff 
has a great many prisoners in jail and "there is always room 
for one more." RAND obtained the definite opinion that he 
was being told to stay away from Miss SHOBERT or go to jail. 

The man known as Lieutenant HARVEY again saw RAND on June 4, 
according to police Infoimiatlon. 

I Somewhere in the conversation between MAHEU, MARLOWE 

and RAND, the name of attorney GREGSON BAUTZER was dropped by 
MARLOWE or MAHEU. BAUT2JBEI is in Los Angeles files numerous 
times, including 1942 when he was an unsuccessful applicant 
for the position of Special Agent. He was characterized at 
that time as a playboy attorney with excellent contacts in

_Ag;gnt-^tii ms ' resfgnation Wien, he returned to the Los Angeles 
Sheriff’s Department as a sergeant or lieutenant a few years 
' ago . 
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The Los Angeles Police Department, PHILLIPS said, 
had become convinced that they were mistaken in their original 
assessment of this matter. Rather than a shakedown racket, 

( their investigation had convinced them that the private de- 
tectives were conducting surveillance and harassing RAMD at 
the expense and for the personal purposes of industrialist 
HOWARD HUGHES, a man long reputed for his elaborate and 
extreme sex life. No action is underway and none is contem- 
plated by the Los Angeles police, even as a result of RAND’s 
imexpected death last week end. However, Captain JAMES E. 
HAMILTON, Commander of the Intelligence Division, did direct 
a letter outlining part of this story to the Orange Coimty 
Sheriff after RAND died in that county. The purpose was to 
alert the Sheriff and at least cause an autopsy to be per- 
formied. HAMILTON, according to PHILLIPS, had learned that 
the story of accidental death had been accepted by Orange 
County authorities and that the only evidence to back up the 
assertion that the death was accidental was X-ray pictures 
, taken at the hospital. PHILLIPS said that they have no real 
! reason to believe that the death weapon was other than the one 
in RAND’s hand, but he thought the FBI should have the ad- 
vantage of this information inasmuch as the story involves 
Iformer Bureau employees. 

( Subsequently, on 6/17/59, SA EDWARD J. KIRBY learned 
from Orange County Sheriff Lieutenant MURPHY that an autopsy 
has been performed on RAND and it proved the death was caused 
by a bullet from the gun accidentally discharged by RAND. 

A review of Los Angeles indices reveals references 
to ROBERT AIME MAHEU, former Special Agent, but nothing of a 
derogatory nature. No identifiable record could be found on 
h SAMUEL RAND, YVONNE SHUBERT or GERALD CHUINARD. JOHN JOSEPH 
I I MURPHY, Jr,, according to correspondence in this office, ve- 
il signed. from the Bureau’s service 9/11/53 while assigned at 
'Bthe seat of Government. He corresponded with the SAC here 
indicating intention of settling in Calif omia to practice - 
law. Further, he hoped to obtain temporary employment with 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Department throxagh then 
jj under sheriff PETER J. PITCHESS, former Special Agent, It 
cannot be shown positively that this is the same JOHN JOSEPH 
MURPHY as the one pertinent to this matter involving the sur- 
l veillance of RAND ‘and SHUBERT.

There is no discreet way to determine if the undersheriff was 
impersonated.

Maheu was born on October 30, 1917, at Waterville, Maine. 

He is a former Bureau Agent who entered on duty in 1940 and resigned in 

1947. His services were entirely satisfactory. In 1952 and for a short 
time thereafter, Maheu was Director of Security and Comjiiiance , .{Small 

1 Defense Plants Admini^^ation. Since at least the middle 5 P's h'e has 

operated the Robe rt Ar^aheu Assaciatns, a private investig^tive:,and public 
relations firm which has offices a t 900 17th Street, Northwest, Washington, D. C, 
* This firm has had business dealings with a number of fdfei^"dffimMs'”afi^ 
governments and as a result has frequently come to our attention. Maheu ’ , 
and his firm have frequently been reported as engaging in wiretapping 
activities in behalf of their clients. (\ cv 

\ Since 1953, when he was sued for some legah, services rendered 
him,] we have had circumspect dealings with Maheu. [jlii e'thics'^and trust- 
worthiness have been questionable.

j. In May, 1962, Attorney General Kennedy advised 

us that he was informed by CIA that they had hired Maheu to approach 
Giancana with a proposition of paying the latter $150, 000 to hire some 
gunmeii to kill Castro. CIA admitted to Kennedy they assisted Maheu in 
■ making the ’'’'bugging*" installation at Las Vegas (referred to above) and for , 
this reason they could afford no action to be taken against either Maheu or 
Giancana. At the time, Kennedy Issued orders that CIA should never again 
^ take such steps without first checking with the Department of Justice. It is 
noted that the above information relating to the association between CIA, 

Maheu and Giancana was furnished to the White House by letter dated 
March 21, 1967, under ""Top Secret"" classification, after information was 
received a few days earlier from attorney (and former Bureau Agent) 

I Edward P. Morgan that he had clients (unnamed) who knew that Castro 
' was aware of CIA’s plot to assassinate him. According to Morgan, Castro 
responded by sending teams of assassins into the United States to kill former 
President Kennedy. Morgan, of course, suggested that these teams iad 
assisted Oswald in the assassination of former President Kennedy. IQgA i/L- 


Maheu has a long record of serving the interests of 
millionaire-industrialist Howard Hi^hes, who has been reported as one 
of his ""angels:*"" Maheu and other private investigators were retained by 
Hughes in 1947 to investigate former United States Senator Owen Brewster. 
In 1959, Maheu’ S' investigative firm was reported to be keeping an eye on 
several of Hughes’ girMriends while assisting in the transfer of some of 
Hi^hes Industries operations from California to Arizona, hi 1960, a 
New York City newspaper reported that Maheu and another former FBI 
Agent (Robert L. King) were representing the Hughes interests in 
Washington, D. C. Recently, information was received that Maheu is 
representing Hughes in the purchase of the Desert hm Hotel at Las Vegas, 
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
